The corresponding special technical features such as the use of hydrophilic bile acid 
compound for treating cell populations and for administration to patients are known in the prior 
art. For example: see abstract of the reference by Rodrigues et al. (IDS reference; Journal of 
Clinical Investigation. June 1998. 101/12, 2790-2799 Vol 101. No. 12, 2790-2799, especially 
abstract) that teaches the use of hydrophilic bile acid compounds for treating liver cells and for 
administration to prevent cell apoptosis and cell alterations. Thus, the claimed groups A and B 
lack unity.
